“THIS SIMIAN WORLD” 

rpiIE oftener one reads “This Simian World,” the 
more fascinating and startling seem the like¬ 
nesses between modern man and his remote ancestor the 
monkey. Here are a few observations: “So precious to 
a Simian is the privilege of making sounds with his 
tongue, that when he wishes to punish most severely 
those men he calls criminals, he forbids them to chat¬ 
ter, and forces them to silence. But he feels that this 
punishment is entirely too cruel, and even worst offen¬ 
ders should be allowed to talk a little.

Yet there he sits, the ridiculous creature, 
reading]of bombs in Spain or floods in Tibet, and insist¬ 
ing especially on all the news he can get, of the kind he 
loved fvhen he swung on boughs through the forest— 
wars, accidents, love affairs, family quarrels. 

“To feed himself with this purposeless provender, 
lie wll pay thousands of Simians to report such events 
day and night. Great printed sheets will be read by ev¬ 
eryone every day, and even the laziest Simian will not 
consider it laborious to read them. Creatures whose 
mains pring js curiosity will enjoy accumulating facts, 
not reflecting on these facts is entirely too painful. 

We Simians naturally admire wrangle and chatter 
as a way of deciding disputes. We fight bes.t in armies, 
where the risk is reduced, but disapprove usually of all 
private combat. We do not delight in serious fighting, 
though we love to bicker and we knock each othei 
round to show our strength. But few normal Simians 
are keen on bloodshed.

A NYONE touring round the country in and out 

^ of Alberta, cannot fail to observe the number' 
of little towns which carry signs directing travellers to 
a public rest room. Such a notice strikes a pleasant 
note" of hospitality, and is an indication that the towp 
is solicitous of the comfort of its country patrons, as 
well as the passing tourist. The service is nod confined to 
large, centres, but is provided by many places much 
smaller than our own. 

The large crowds of people which gather in this 
town, particularly on Saturday afternoons and even¬ 
ings, surely warrant public rest-room facilities. They 
have come here to patronize local business, and to spend 
money. In almost every carload, there will be one or 
two who get through with their shopping or their re¬ 
creation .before other members of the party. There is 
no place to go except sit in the car, and wait for the 
others to show up. If there are children along there is 
no public place where they may be tidied up and rested. 
It is true, that certain business places have rest rooms, 
but most people are reluctant to avail themselves of 
such service, unless they are patrons of the place. A 
rest room, imposing no obli gation nn the user , is an out¬ 
standing need of this town. It is a facility which is. 
owing to the people who patronize us, and a facility 
which is provided at other points with which we may 
be in competition. 

It is said that, in some towns, the public rest room 
is assumed as a civic responsibility. Whether it would 
be so considered in this town is a question. But at any 
rate there are quite a number of suitable local organi¬ 
zations, which might get together on a scheme of this 
nature, and they would surely be entitled to an annual 
grant from the council and to support from merchants. 
There should be little difficulty in obtaining modest 
furnishings through donations. Local people have 
many recollections of contributing to no more worthy 
causes in past years. 

One of the.difficulties might be to secure a suitable 
central place for such a purpose. But even this could be 
' found, if there was any real determination to provide it. 

The need is perhaps not so obvious in the warm 
Summer months, when car-sitting may be monotonous, 
but is not actively unpleasant. But how about the chil¬ 
ly fall days and evenings, and the hitter winter months ? 
Where do mo. hers with small children go, when they 
get through with their errands before other members 
of the family? How can they see to the comfort of 
weary little folk? Women.are the spenders of a good 
proportion of the family income. They want to do then- 
shopping some place where there are comfortable fa¬ 
cilities for resting “between times.” What has this 
town to offer? 
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Production Tax 
Beyond Prov. Power 

Court Action Finds Judges 
Concurring in Judgment 
That Tax is Ultra Vires 

TU P envon per cent, production tax 
passed at t’-e 19°8 legislature session 
has l-'-'pn deolared ultra vi,res. The 
' ’"•cl'ate revision of the Supreme 
Court gave unanimous judgment to 
lh ! s e‘ T ec‘ on the ground that it im- 
p'sed p<l : rect taxation which is out¬ 
side provincial authority, 

Five Supreme Court Judges were 
i i unanimous agreement with Mr. 
Justice Clarke’s handing down the 
judgment. 

Under the act seven per cent of al! 
agricultural produce would have be¬ 
come invested in the Crown in the 
rght of the province and “agricul¬ 
tural produce” was defined as wheat, 
oats. rye. barley, flax, peas, beans, 
hay, alfalfa, sugar beets, potatoes, 
arass seed, clover seed, alfalfa seed, 
cgtrs, honey, horses, cattle, sheep. | 
-wine, poultry, geese, daily produce 
and wool.” The argument that the 
act was valid was presented by W.S. 
Gray, K.C., and H. J. Wilson, K.C., of 
the attorney-general’s department. 
The federal government declined an 
invitation to appear at the hearing. 

“It must be agreed that the undi¬ 
vided share is taken from the produc¬ 
er willy-nilly; it does not come down 
as manna, it was neither created nor 
contributed by the Crown nor by any 
person other than the producer; and 
then after the producer is required by 
law to part with an undivided share 
he is required to care for it at his ex¬ 
pense until it is ready for market, and 
tiien after being separated from the 
producer’s own share, it is deliverable 
to the Crown, all as required by law.” 

Direcf taxation is defined as one 
which is demanded from the very 
persons who are intended to pay it, 
-ueh as income or property tax. Indi¬ 
rect tax is demanded front one person 
In the expectation and intention that 
he shall indemnify himself at the ex-, 
pense of another. 

The conclusion is thus reached that' 
“Taxes levied on marketed products 
have a tendency to enter into and to 
affect the price of the product, an 1 
levies of that character are of the na¬ 
ture of those taxes on commodities or 
trade in commodities which have al¬ 
ways been regarded as indirect 
taxes.”

Editor Eye Opener: 

Have read your continued roasting 
of the ilumber combine, and am re¬ 
minded of Henry George’s remark 
“Scratch a social problem and you will 
find the land question either on the 
surface or underneath.” A little home¬ 
steader experience of last winter illus¬ 
trates the point. This was up at the 
I. L. timber 25 miles west of High 
liver. Upon payment of 25 cts. a 
homesteeader could get a permit allowi¬ 
ng him to cut sufficient logs to make 
when sawn up 9,250 ft. of rough lum¬ 
ber, these logs being usually sawn for 


v5.00 per thousand. "So if the farmer 
was able to deliver the logs ,to the 
mill himself, he got his lumber for the 
above' sum, a saving of about $19.00 
per thousand. But even if he hired the 
trees cut, and skidded the logs to the 
iqi!!, he would save nearly half the 
cost. 

Here we have free land, consequent¬ 
ly cheap lumber, while at the lniVnopJ 
oly mills the price is round $30 a 
housand. The remedy seems to be 
to divert unearned increment into the 
public exchequer. Royal commissions 
ind boards of inquiry get nowhere. 
The essence of monopoly is profit. Tlu 
umber monopoly has two-fold value— 
a labor value and a land value. The 
ommunity creates the last. To the 
ommunity belongs the product.
